CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


(Continued from page 1) 


by certain tasic principles, which may be 
briefly stated as follows: the Chamber has 
obviously no power in the comm unity except 
that exercised by Public Cpinion; it can 
succeed by supporting projects which 
a considerable majority of the citizens will 
argeree: it must avoid all matters involving 
erage or religion, and, for the present at 
east, must not get entangled in controver- 
sial discussions; it should, therefore, adopt 
a simple program, which can be carried out, 
without much opposition, in a compara- 
tively short time. . 

In general, then, we are agreed that no 
elaborate program should be undertaken 
this winter. We believe that the inaugu- 
ration of inconsequential enterprises will 
result merely in wasted e. ort and loss of 
interest on the part of those who are sacri- 
ficing their time. It is our conviction that 
the main activities should be taken up by the 
Board of Directors as the need arises, and 
only after careful investigation and selection. 
One real accomplishment will mean rore to 
our organization than a vast arrount of 
aimless energy directed to unimportant 
ends, 


As the actual organization of the Chamber 
has been only recently completed, in the 
very midst of our busiest civic period just 
preceding Town Meeting, we feel that our 
immediate task should Le to acquaint our 
entire membership with the pressing town 
problems now being studied intensively by 
the School Committee, the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Board of Public Works, and the 
Memorial Committee. We suggest that a 
meeting of the Chamber te called at once, 
and that representatives of the above- 
mentioned koards ke invited to attend and 
explain the recommendations which they 
will propose at the approaching Town 
Meeting. 

We recommend the immediate Sppoint 
ment by the President of a Membership 
Committee, whose function it shall te to 
institute an intensive membership cam- 
paign, and to submit to the memters, 
present tive, a referendum, 
proposing at least the following queries: 

1. What would you, as a citizen, like to 
see the Chamber undertake for the good of 
the whole town? 

2. What would you, as a citizen, like to 
see the Chamber undertake for the pro- 
motion of your own line of business? 

We recommend the immediate appoint- 
ment by the President of a Traffic Com- 
mittee, whose function it shall be to investi- 
gate and report on some important traffic 
problems which require iaacoatlate attention, 
such as traffic rules and routes for motorists, 
the placing of street and town signs in con- 
spicuous positions, and other similar mat- 
ters. 

We recommend the immediate appoint- 
ment of a Public Health Committee, whose 


the auspices of the 


In view of the fact that the Chamber was 
inaugurated by bi men, for the most 
part from the center of the town, we believe 
that their interests should te especially 
considered. For this reason, we recommend 
the formation of a Retail Merchants’ 
Council, to be appointed by the President, 
with the approval of the Board of Directors, 
and responsible to them. 

It should be the function of this Council 
to forward all the special activities of the 
business section of the town. We suggest 
that it consist of ten members, and that its 
Chairmanship be changed yearly, or oftener, 
for the purpose of establishing rivalry 
between the diferent Chairmen, each striv- 
ing to make his administration better than 
the last one. 


Qualification for membership in the Re- 
tail Merchants’ Council should be member- 
ship in the Chamber. 

he Council should take ro action com- 
mitting the Chamber to any policy without 
the expressed sanction or approval of the 
Chamber’s Board of Directors. It should 
contract no debts involving a liability on the 
Chamber, nor should it draw on any Chamber 
revenue without the expressed authority of 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber. 

Among the activities for such a Merchants’ 
Council, we suggest the following. 

Exchange of credit information among the 
members, 

Co-operation with adjacent towns and 
cities relative to check forgers, fake solicitors, 
and other frauds, adopting uniform rules re- 
garding merchandizing discounts, etc. 

Promotion of special sales days, such as 
“Dollar Day.” 

Prosecution of transient merchants who 
have not complied with local regulations. 


Protection of members against fraudulent | | 


advertising mediums. s ; 
Co-operative planning for uniform closing 
hours and holiday agreements. 


We understand that some such sub-organ- 
ization, having more particularly to do with 
the interests of the merchants, is eagerly de- 
sired by them. Thus it is the object of the 
Program Committee to allow the Council to 
create its own work, following the general 
sentiment of the Chamber,—to do a few 
things well rather to attempt to do many 
things and fail in most of them. 

In conclusion, the Program Committee 
express their conviction that the proper 
function of a Chamber of Commerce in An- 
dover is not to aim primarily at an expansion 
or an increase in industrial development, but 
rather to organize and improve the town so 
that it will be a better place to do business 
in. In many genses, Andover is unique 
among New England towns. An attempt to 
alter its character would be a fundamental 
blunder, into which the Chamber of Com- 
merce will not fall. Before long, we trust 
that the entire community will be fully in- 
formed as to what our Chamber of Com- 
merce really is; namely, an organization in 
which public-spirited citizens may express 
themselves collectively on questions of com- 
munity welfare, and through which they may 
make their collective desires effective.

Miss Friskin Gives Successf u 1 Recita } 


A cordial and representative Andover 
audience attended Miss Kate Friskin’s first 
public recital last Saturday at Abbot Acad- 
emy. 

Miss Friskin is now a member of the music 
faculty of Abbot Academy, but she has re- 
cently come to this country from her English 
home where she has had a wide and success- 
ful experience as a concert pianist. Her play- 
ing merits the attention of: musicians and 
music lovers. She is refreshingly free from 
mannerisms, and has a natural poise and 
calmness in her playing. 

The great Fantasia and Fugue in G minor 
of Bach, arranged for the piano by Liszt was 
played repeals clearly, but lost 
much of its architecture by being 
transcribed for the piano. It was beauti- 
fully played, and the demands on the pianist 
intellectually as well as technically are con- 
siderable. 

The Beethoven Sonata, Opus 81a, with its 
mellow moments, and delicate tracery was 
played with — classic devotion, and 
attention to detail. 

Schumann’s Carnaval which brought the 
program to a close, has moments of singular 
intimacy, and is steeped in the atmosphere 
of Schumann’s actual life. Unless one knows, 
for example, that Eusebius is the musical 
synonym for the tender side of Schumann 
himself, of that Floresban is the energetic, 
passionate Schumann, the intimate signifi- 
cance of the music-fs lost. The tender 
Chiarina, is no other than Clara, who became 
his devoted wife. ; 

At the end, the Davidsbundler, pass be- 
fore us in characteristically Schumannesque 
fantasy. These Davidites were creatures of 
Schumann’s imagination, and they repre- 
sented the progressive element in music. 
Schumann was a champion of what was then 
the modern movement in music and he 
fought a vigorous fight against the reaction- 
aries. The Carnaval is a rare and unique 
work. 

The program was not a condescension to 
the audience, but it was enthusiastically re- 
ceived, and Miss Friskin responded with an

Right here we touch the vital spot of our 
objector. He asks: “Will not Mr. Hardy 
undervalue this property in the interest of 
his employer and thus rob the town of 
righteous taxes?” Such a query could never 
come from any man or woman who was not 
living in the basement of moral rectitude. 
Such persons are morally incapable of judg- 
ing higher motives than lie along the level 
of the cellar. Their own low standards 
becloud their conscience and they attritute 
to their fellowmen no higher motive than 
they themselves feel. Every assessor is 
bound by a double oath to render a true 
assessment according to his best judgment 
Mr. Mardy’s own sense of rectitude, even 
apart from an oath, can be relied upon to do 
justice, and only by doing justice would his 
spprelscen Shawsheen property meet 
the approbation of Mr. Wood. When two 
masters equally desire equal justice from 
their common servant he can serve both 
with equal fidelity. 

But to sweep from the mind of Andover 
voters the last vestige of suspicion of bias 
on the part of Mr. Hardy in his appraise- 
ment of Shawsheen property, or of any desire 
on the part of Mr, Wood to condone such 
bias we have only to recall an article written 
for the Townsman some two years ago. I 
quote Mr. Wood’s words: “I understand 
assessors have the right to call in as advisors 
outside disinterested parties to assist them 
and I strongly recommend that this be done.” 

Are you, 
Mr. Property-owner, equally willing for 
some unbiased outside assessor to appraise 
your property?

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The Town Warrant 


With a warrant calling for a possible 
appropriation of over three quarters of a 
million dollars, approximately $400,000 
of which is in. bond issues beyond 
the limit of indebtedness, Andover has 
some serious business to accomplish at 
the regular town meeting. 

The largest two appropriations are 
asked, for the building of an outfall 
sewer to the Merrimack River, the bill 
for which was signed by the Governor on 
Wednesday, and for the construction of 
a grade school in Shawsheen Village. 
There should be little or no discussion 
needed on the sewer problem. The plan 
as proposed, has been adopted only 
after several years of research into the 
problem, and the final dismissal of all 
other possible proposals as inferior in 
every way to the approved one. The 
American Woolen Company and others 
are ready to give financial aid toward 
the sewer’s construction and the state 
board of health not only approves the 
plan but asks for prompt action on it. 

The question of the school in Shaw- 
sheen Village presents a _ different 
problem. The need for a school is as 
imperative as any need confronting the 
town at the coming meeting. The 
school committee, in presenting their 
plan have taken a very far-sighted view 
of the situation, their plan incorporat- 
ing not only actual class rooms but a 
complete community unit, with facili- 
ties for manual training, cooking classes, 
a lunch room and a gymnasium, as well 
as a large hall, suitable for a group 
meeting place, for theatricals and such 
other entertainment as the school or 
the community might want to share as a 
whole. The school buildings them- 
selves should accommodate the possible 
increase in pupils from that district for 
the next five years. 

In the discussion of the plans sub- 
mitted, however, there may be con- 
siderable question as to the wisdom of 
adopting such a complete, and really 
very expensive outlay at this time in the 
town’s affairs. It does not seem as if 
the committee have fully considered the 
possibility of a less extensive plan in 
presenting their report, a plan which 
might serve the purpose well for the 
present, represent considerably less 
expenditure, and still not be out of 
harmony with the present development 
of the Village; a plan which might 
provide for additions in the future to 
give it the completeness of the present 
scheme. 

Thirty thousand dollars is asked. for 
the completion of work already undet- 
way, $6000.00 for the Almshouse, and 
the rest for the balance due on the 
Main street construction and. . the 
building of sidewalks on Main street. 
Comment on.articles four, six and 
seven is perhaps unnecessary but it 
does seém unfortunate that the build- 
ing in Carmel Woods should cost us so 
much money, and that the Main street 
construction should exceed the original 
estimated outlay by 15%. 

The Police department ask for an 


appropriation of $700.00 for the pur- 
chase of a truck and ambulance com- 
bined, evidently a Ford. Last year 
they asked for $600.00 for the same 
purpose in the regular appropriation and 
got a motor-cycle officer. It will be 
interesting to see what this 
request will bring. 

There is only one other appropriation 
of any considerable size asked for in 
the articles of the warrant aside from 
the regular departmental sums, $15,- 
000.00 for a motor hook and ladder 
truck, on petition of the Fire depart- 
ment. That the present equipment is 
not wholly adequate to cope with 
winter conditions there is little doubt. 
The Shawsheen development _ pre- 
sumably makes necessary a more rapid 
and sure form of bringing ladder equip- 
ment to a fire than Peter and Prince 
are able to give. The coming meeting, 
however, will do well to convince them- 
selves thoroughly of the need for such 
an expenditure at this time before 
giving it their approval. 

Nothing can be said on the depart- 
mental appropriations until the reports 
of the various town boards have been 
made public. It is not too early to 
remark that the meeting should be 
attended by every voter at all inter- 
ested in the affairs of his or her town. 
The matters under discussion and the 
total amount of the various appropri- 
ations should make the meeting a 
matter of vital personal interest to 
every individual citizen.

SHAWSHEEN PAYS ITS OWN WAY 


Carefully Prepared Figures Show Andover Voters Where 
Money Comes From to Pay Bills for Bridge, 
Sewers and Schools. 


‘To the Editor of the Towns man 

Dear Sir:— 

| have been deeply interested in the amount and variety of pre-Town Meet- 
ing discussion about the development at Shawsheen Village and the varying 
opinions of its effect on the finances of the Town of Andover. : 

Apart from the financial viewpoint there are few differences of opinion as 
to the benefits Andover and her citizens have, and will, derive from that remark- 
able addition to our town. In the employment it has given; in the transformation 
of a little cross-roads village into a charming setting for hundreds of fine homes 
and beautiful buildings; in adding to the citizenship of Andover a large number 
of desirable people; in bringing the main offices of one of the country’s leading 
corporations to Andover with its attendant prosperity for the town and her 
citizens; these and many other equally desirable and apparent benefits are men- 
tioned as working for the lasting good of the town. 

But when taxes are mentioned that is something else again. We find opinions 
are anything but unanimous and ‘‘all friendship ceases”. One can hear that 
“Shawsheen Village will eat up in expenses every cent it pays in taxes and a 
whole lot more.” It is argued “Shawsheen Village is a beautiful place and a 
credit to the town but mighty expensive,” that “they are asking for so much at 
Shawsheen it is hard to see where the rest of the town comes in,” and ‘“there’s 
no doubt Shawsheen means a big jump in the tax rate.” 


It was after hearing these ideas expressed by a number of people from various 
sections of the town that I was, for my own information, interested to look into 
the matter, but the figures tell so plain a story that I believe they are worthy of a 
place in your columns and will interest every voter. 

Looked at purely from the financial angle Shawsheen Village is either an 
asset or a liability to the town of Andover. These figures are a sincere and honest 
attempt to throw some light on that much discussed and very important question. 

Let us start in all fairness with the idea that the development at Shawsheen 
Village was not made on entirely unimproved land, for that district had a certain 
taxable value to the town in 1918 when Mr. Wood commenced the great work 
there. By referring to the town books of that year we find that William M. 
Wood and the American Woolen Company paid a total tax of $4517.42, and so 
we will take that figure and call it our normal tax and in figuring the development 
since that time will subtract that amount to obtain an absolutely correct figure 
of the additional taxes assessed there. 

In 1919 William M. Wood paid a tax of $4698.61 and the American Woolen 
Company $1250.05, making a total of $5948.66 for that year, an increase above 
the normal tax of $1431.24. 

In 1920 William M. Wood paid $9565.42, the American Woolen Company 
$5842.03, and the Homestead Association of the American Woolen Company 
$850.15, a total of $16,257.50, which shows an increase of $11,740.08 above the 
figure for 1918. In 1921 the same parties paid a total tax of $26,871.01 or 
$22,353.59 above 1918, and in 1922 they paid $54,617.70, or $50,100.28 above the 
figure which we have taken as our normal tax. Therefore, from 1919 to 1922 
Shawsheen Village paid into the Town of Andover $85,625.19 over and above 
the tax paid in 1918, before the development started. 

Now in the same period the expense that the town has incurred in Shaw- 
sheen Village amounts to $71,595.00, which for conciseness is tabulated below, 
showing that up to 1922 the development at Shawsheen Village has not only 
been self-supporting but has returned to the Town of Andover $16,530.19 more 
than the town has spent there.

For 1923 the figures are even more illuminating. Let us start by taking the 
1922 tax of $54,617.70 and estimate that the new property that will be subject

a rough estimate which may vary $100,000.00 and even more either way, but it 
is a fair figure. Now $1,500,000 at $28.00 per thousand equals $42,000.00 and 
adds that amount to the tax the village property will pay, making a total tax 
of $92,100.28 above the figure for 1918. In addition to this it is estimated that 
the state tax return to Andover through Shawsheen Village will be $6,000.00, 
and so as a total we have $98,100.28 that Shawsheen Village may be expected to

For expenses for 1923 we have the Lowell Street water bonds, the outfall 
sewer bonds, the schoolhouse and additional incidental expenses of $16,015.00 
which are listed below. For the retirement of the Lowell Street water bonds, 
interest and principal, the outfall sewer interest for six months, and the school 
bonds interest, we must add a figure of $15,250.00, making a total expense charge 
to Shawsheen Village of $31,265.00. This is $66,835.28 which Shawsheen Village 
will pay into Andover above the amount that the town has been asked to spend 


there. 


It is interesting in the light of these figures to make one other calculation. 
The total amount to be raised by the town of Andover in 1923 to pay her bonded 
indebtedness for the entire year is $55,500.00. In other words, after deducting 
all improvements from the amount that Shawsheen Vilagé‘pays in taxes there 
is still enough left to pay off the entire bonded indebtedness for 1923 and leave 
a tidy balance of $11,335.28 for other expenses of the town. A detailed state-

Carrying out our figures for one year further, if no further development is 
made at Shawsheen Village in 1924 the tax which they pay will be roughly the 
same as in 1923, about $98,100.28. To that figure we must charge the interest 
and principal on the water, sewer and schoolhouse bonds which will amount to 
$48,900.00 and an incidental expense of $38,000.15, making a total of $86,900.15, 
which leaves us with $11,185.28 in taxes above expenses. 
that the increase in taxes in Shawsheen for 1924 will be at least $15,000.00, 
and this sum added to our former balance would give us for the year 1924 the sum

TROPICAL VALLEY FAR NORTH 


Area in British Columbia, Close to the 
Yukon Border, Has Hundreds 
of Hot Springs. 

Discovery of an almost tropical val- 
ley with rivers of boiling water, min- 
eral springs, abnormal! plant growth 
and abounding with game, in far 
northern British Colurrbia |s reported 
by Frank Perry, mining engineer of 
Vancouver, returned after 17 years 
passed In prospecting the valley close 
to the Yukon border. The area of 
the terrain covered by Mr. Perry Is 
roughly 700 miles north and south and 
800 miles wide, between the coastal 
range and the Lizard and Fort Nelson 
rivers. 

The unusual sight of » heavy fog in 
a winter attracted him to the valley. 
Exploration showed the valley to be 
approximately 20 miles lons and 
about 40 miles wide. Rivers of hot 
water running through, were fed by 
hundreds of hot springs, the steam 
from these being condensed on rising, 
forming the fog which Perry had first 
seen. 

Tree growth tn the valley was ab- 
normal, Mr, Perry stated. Ordinary 
wild rose bushes were like trees, and 
so dense that it was impossible to 
force a way through. Some tree 
trunks were fully one foot and 9 half 
in diameter, 

Important mineral deposits were dis- 
covered by Mr. Perry, including gold, 
silver and copper. Coal, iron and oll 
formations were also found.

ODD FORM OF RESIGNATION| 


Acceptance of Official Position Auto 
matically Ejects Member From 
British Parliament. 

In the cases of Arthur Henderson's 
and some other notable defeats in the 
English parliamentary elections the 
comment of English papers is to the 
effect. that, as a matter of course, a 
seat will be found for the person de 

feated. 

This means that some generous and 
supposedly important member of the 
party who has been elected will re- 
sign and that his constituency will be 
kind enough to elect the defeated man. 
The technical process of such a pro- 
ceeding is odd and, to an American, 
amusing. 

The elected member takes “the 
stewardship of the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds.” ‘That is, he accepts a commis 
sion as a royal official for the district 
once known as the Chiltern Hundreds, 
and, having done this, he can and 
must resign his membership in parlia- 
ment, as a member cannot hold a royal 
commission of honor and profit. 

Thereupon some one is elected in 
his place, and he forthwith resigns 
his appointment to the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds, an office which has no duties, 
but a nominal salary of 20 shillings, 
which makes it a “place of honor and 
profit,” and hence is inconsistent with 
membership in the house, and the of- 
fice is open for the next member who 
wants to resign.—From the Outlook.

Andover is one of the oldest towns in the 
state, having been incorporated in 1646.

Ik the hundred years from 1800 to 1900 
Andover grew slowly from a small village to a 
town of 6,813, but in the last few years since 
the war, has fast been approaching the small 
city class.

on Sunday, so that we lie abed in the morning 
and haven’t the anbitiom to go out in the 
evening? Is it selfishness or is it really a per- 
version of our minds? It seems to me that 
we are forgetting the importance of religion, 
forgetting how close to us it is. We are for- 
getting that we cannot get along without it, 
that we know not how we came or where we 
go, that religion is with us in Nature, in our 
laws, and in our actions. We forget that re- 
ligious teachings form the groundwork of 
real civilization and that the more we know 
about it the better fitted we are to succeed in 
business or to associate with our neighbors. 
We are wasting our time on unessentials and 
forgetting the fundamentals. 

Shawsheen Village is unique in many ways; 
in the matter of religious teachings it is 
unique, for we come nearer to the method 
used by Christ Himself than any other town 
I know of. In the time of Christ there were 
practically no organized churches and there 
were no creeds. All Christians held the 
same beliefs and were taught in like manner, 
ie.—all religious instruction was carried on 
by wandering Disciples; today one man 

reached, tomorrow another took his place. 

n this way the audience received a broader 
and more varied interpretation of Christ's 
desires and by contact with different men 
they acquired a fuller knowledge of people 
and events in remote places. And so we in 
Shawsheen Village have the opportunity to 
benefit through the fact that there is no or- 
ganized Church here. The Community 
Church is merely a cosmopolitan group of 
people who have put aside the distinction of 
creed for a common purpose,—to worship 
God and to learn how He would have us act. 
And, as in olden times, the instruction here 
in the Village is carried on by different 
leaders, of varying creeds, and from many 
localities. We cannot afford to miss this op- 
portunity of hearing well-known preachers 
from other churches and communities who so 
kindly give us their time. We should make 
a special effort to attend the services, in 
order that our knowledge of Christ’s desires 
may be increased, our minds be broadened, 
and our bodies removed for a while from the 
customary rut.

A TYPICAL AYRSHIRE 


WILDROSE FARM 


The Clover Farm is now prepared to 
furnish certified milk of A. A. grade, the ve 
best possible for the use of babies. It is 
what is known as a certified farm. To see 
the men preparing to milk the cows is rem- 
iniscent of a hospital. They scrub their 
hands, don a long white coat and a close 
fitting white hat and the milk is collected ina 
sterilized pail. The pail of milk is taken 
direct from the barn to the milk house where 
an apparatus known as the aerator chills it 
immediately to a temperature of 40 degrees 
which is destructive to any bacteria which 
have been keen enough to survive the pre- 
cautions taken against them. 

The barns at these farms are as clean as 
it is possible to make them. The floors are 
of cement, itions are white enameled, 
stalls with iron stanchions have floors of 
cork blocks and every inch of the interiors is 
washed with soap and water every day. — 

Conducting farms such as these entails a 
vast amount of work even with the aid of 
modern and labor-saving machinery. This 
work consists of cleaning the cows and the 
stables, the feeding of hundreds of animals, 
the planting and harvesting of forage crops 
for the winter feed, the handling of great 
quantities of milk, and the ceaseless vigilance 
necessary to prevent infectious disease. 

In addition the amount of milk produced 
by each cow is carefully kept, as for breeding 
purposes this information 1s essential as well 
as showing the profitable animals from the 
inferior ones, thus enabling the manager to 
keep up the standard of his herd.
